We Have a Sure Weapon-The 


Spirit of Washington 


All of us know that Washington and his ragged but gal- 


lant armies had to overcome extreme hardships before they 
finally .defeated British forces and gained America her in- 
dependence. 
v 


But prhaps not too many of us realize that for almost 


seven years Washington did not win a single major victory 
m the Revolutionary War. The record of those years is a 
dismal catalog of heartbreaking reverses. The bitter winter 
at Valley Forge is the universal symbol of that military 
misfortune. 


The tide did not turn for Washington until the very end. 


The aiege of Yorktown, begun in September of 1781, was a 
masterly operation. Washington's forces combined with al- 
lied French armies under LaFayette to compress Cornwal- 
UY men into an ever-narrowing beachhead based on the broad 
Tork river. 


With Chesapeake Bay blockaded by the French fleet, 


CornwaUis could not reinforce his troops nor keep them ade- 
quately supplied by sea. He had no land communications. 
Under intense bombardment in a small area from American 
and French cannon, Cornwallis finally surrendered. 


His defeat was the climax of the Revolution. That sin- 


gle action wiped out at a stroke the long series of disheart- 
ening American reverses and insured ultimate triumph and 
freedom from British domination. 
Washington's victory unquestionably owed much to 


LaFayette's assistance. But basically it was a triumph of 
unquenchable spirit, the spirit that simply would not admit 
defeat. Men who are really determined to be free are armed 
with a weapon that no oppressor, no tyralat can equal, no 
matter how frenzied or fanatic his following. 


That spirit still lives hi America. If it should ever be put 


to the test by the new tyrants in Russia, they will get the 
same dramatic demonstration of it that Washington gave 
the British nearly 200 years ago.

For example, suppose 
you put a joker, two kings, a 
deuce and two eights on the ta- 
ble when you need 120. This only 
counts 110 as 
your 
opponents 


promptly point out. 


It is a remarkable thing that 


although all Canasta players have 
trouble with their own count, no 
Canasta player ever has trouble 
with his opponents' count. 


Now you have to discard one of 


those cards. You are privileged 
to discard the deuce or the joker, 
thereby freezing the discard pile, 
but in all probability you will dis- 
card a king or an eight. 


Now, if the play proceeds, and 


neither you nor your partner can 
meld 120, you 
may 
eventually 


have to throw away your deuce 
and your Joker. In most cases, 
however, one of you will get the 
count before this unpleasant thing 
happens, and you will be able to 
save your wild cards. 


Incidentally, any 
time 
your 


partner does make an insufficient 
meld, you should make every ef- 
fort to go down immediately, even 
though you must use nine or ten 
cards. Give your partner a chance 
to be out of his troubles. 


If you have penalty cards on the 


table and your partner makes the 
initial meld himself, he is not 
allowed to 
touch your 
penalty 


cards, but at your next turn to 
play, you may meld your penalty 
cards in any legal manner you 
wish. 
For example, you have on the 


table as penalty cards a joker, a 
deuce, two eights and a 
king 


Your partner melds four aces an< 
a joker. 
At your next turn tc 


ilay you have the right to add 
'our joker and deuce to hia meld 
of aces, thereby making a cana*. 


for him and leaving your 


and two eights atill as penalty 
cards. 


Or, you may add your joker to 


his ace meld, meld the deuce and 
two eights, discard the king and 
be all out of penalty cards. Or 
you might make your best play, 
which will be to add the joker to 
his meld of aces, discard the *"* 
and leave the deuce and two eight!* 
as penalty cards for one more 
round. 


Then at your next play you can 


decide whether you should meld . 
the deuce and eights together, add 
the deuce to the aces, meld the 
deuce with some other pair in your 
hand, or simply discard an eight 
and wait one more round with 
the deuce. 


You see you are never contf 


pelled to meld a penalty card, but 
If you don't meld it, you must 
discard it eventually.

Paralyzed From Waist Down, Medic 


Comes Back to Run Own Hospital

BENSON, Anz., (NEA)—It's a 


J4-hour-a-day job for a paraple- 
gic just to live, they say, especial- 
ly if his ailment is fairly recent. 


Yet Dr. James M. Hesser, who 


was paralyzed from the waist 
down only nine months ago, is 
handling a job that takes the most 
vigorous kind of a man—the job 
of surgeon and genera.* practition- 
er.Dr. Hesser's spine was severed 
when his automobile *ent out of 
control as he was speeding to the 
scene of another hignway acci- 
dent. He spent weeks in hospitals 
recovering and learning to take 
car* of himself as a paraplegic. 


Meanwhile, he couldn't get back 


to his own hospital too soon. 


A graduate of tne University ot 


Oklahoma, Dr. Hessei had settled 
down at Benson, a caitle and min- 
ing town of about 2000. after war- 
time duty at oavis-Monthan air- 
base not far from hero 


He gradually built -i small clinic 


Into a 10-bed red adobr hospital. 
With earnings and 11 loans, he 
put in almost everything a hos- 
pital needs: X-ray, surgical equip- 
ment, transfusion facilities even 
an ambulance. 


After his accident, Dr. Hesser 


could have lived out h» life com- 
fortably on hi* sizeable insurance. 
His weight had dropped from 1*7 
to 130. But h« wa« determined, at 
43, to get on with hia career. 


"I'm trying my best to do what 


I did before I got huri." he says.

Now he's back as school doctor 


—as well as doctor tor the town, 
county, a railroad, and a powder 
plant. 


At his hojpita. Dr. Hesser sees 


20 to 25 patients a day He tries 
to work only four hours a day, but 
often finds himself running over 
this time limit. Next year he hopes 
to be strong enough to stay up 
eight hours daay. 


He'll make house calls now in 


absolute emergencies, and hopes 
eventually to make them more 
often, using a wheel chair for 
short distances and, tor longer 
ones, a car whose throttle, clutch, 
and brake are nand-operated

PERTH AMBOY, N. J.—(NEA) 


—The Perth Amboy General Hos- 
pital, says director Anthony W. 
Eckert, has learned to expect 
"death-by-volumc." And it hasn't 
been dissappointed. Disasters seem 
to have a way 
of 
happening 


nearby. 


So the hospital's "blueprint for 


disaster"—a master plan for han- 
oUing casualties by the carload— 
is a necessary part of its opera- 
tion. Its disaster casualty lists 
have often been longer than the 
list of medical patients treated in 
a year. Its "blueprint" could also 
be a model for disaster—or even 
war—plans for other cities. 


The wreck of the Pennsylvania 


Railroad commuter train at neigh- 
boring Woodbridge, which killed 
84, was just another brush with 
calamity. The hospital's well- 
oiled disaster machinery began to 
roll minutes 
after 
the train 


plunged off the embankment. 
* * * 


Twenty-one minutes after the 


crash, the hospital was already 
putting victims in bed—diagnosed 
and receiving at least emergency 
treatment. 


"We were ready," says Eckert, 


'because we did not fear ineffi- 
ciency." 


The hospital has built its dis- 


aster plan on experience. Since 
the 1900s, the Perth Amboy area 
has been home to plants making1 
nitrate, dynamite and other ex- 
plosive products. 
Blasts were 


common. Last May 19, four mu- 
nitions barges blew up, killing 
30 and injuring 350. The hospital 
took that one in stride, too. 


Key to the plan is the inatitu-

tion's ability to mobilize quickly. 
It learned that reliance on the 
telephone to summon 
personnel 


was a mistake; too often people 
were unreachable by phone. In- 
stead, a disaster signal goes out 
via the fire department; and spot 
announcements are made over all 
regional radio stations. 


Quickly, the rest of the disaster 


blueprint falls automatically into 
position: 


Supplies are all in a specific 


disaster storage area. Cots, made 
up with linens, blankets, bed pans, 
shock blocks, dressings, surgical 
instruments 
and 
infusion 
arm 


boards, are compactly folded. 


Medical supplies are ready on- 


the-spot, and local drug stores are 


lined up to send men u soon as 
the alarm is sounded. 


Order U kept in the hospital. 


Frantic, well-meaning friends and 
relatives can jam dlissttr ma- 
chinery by flocking to a hospital. 
Perth Amboy General has guards 
assigned to all doors and exits, 
admitting only victims, first-aid 
men and police.• • • 


Priority Is given to cases ty • 


"1, 2, 3" system. Doctors examine 
casualties as they corns In the 
door, tagging them with a num- 
ber. No. l Is urgent; No. 9 lest ur- 
gent but needing immediate at- 
tention; No. 3 Is least urgent, Eck- 
ert says the plan saves precious 
minutes. 


Routing of victims Is earned 


further. Besides Uw number, the 
admitting doctor routs* each casu- 
alty to the correct department; he 
puts down OR for operating room. 
ER for emergency room, FA for 
first aid, and so on. 


Keys are kept systematically. 


Eckert says a hospital, in the con- 
fusion of a disaster, can lose keys 
to closets where vital supplies are 
kept At Perth Amboy General, 
the hospital worker responsible 
for each supply closet has the 
right key at the right time. 


Other patients are told What is 


going on. They're asked to keep 
calm, and to make only urgent 
requests for service, Eckert says 
they are eager to cooperate, feel- 
ing that even in a slight way 
they're helping. 


The Perth Amboy General Hos- 


pital thinks that, for It. disaster 
has been the mother of invention.

Valley Forge Spirit Reborn 
In Free World Facing Crisis

This day 173 years ago the lit- 


tle revolutionary army of 10,000 
under the command of the father 
of our country was encamped at 
Valley Forge, in defense of Amer- 
ica's newly declared independence. 


Indeed, revolt against imperial- 


ism was sweeping the entire west- 
ern hemisphere. Mexico soon was 
to gain its independence from 
Spam. The name of Simon Boli- 
var—"el 
hbertador" 
of 
Latin 


America—before many years was 
to have achieved immortality. 


Valley Forge epitomized the 


spirit of Individual and collec- 
tive freedom upon which our na- 
tion was built. The valiant 10,- 
000 endured terrible privations 
—bitter cold, hunger, sickness 
—during that historic winter. 
George Washington had picked 
this place, partly because of its 
defcnsibility and partly to pro- 
tect the young congress which 
was meeting at York. Pa., from 
possible British attack. 
Today the spirit of Valley Forge 


is facing a new test. This is the 
Bolshevist world revolution whicli 
aims at Communizing the world 
and bringing it under control of 
Moscow.

contain the Red fighting force by 
'acmg it with so much military 
strength that Moscow won't dare 
strike.

Moscow knows that the situ- 


ation Is as described yesterday 
by President Truman to a group ^ 
of Masonic leaders meeting in 
Washington. 


The president said "We an 


gradually approaching a posi- 
tion" in which a third world 
war can be prevented. And he 
pointed out that all the current 
Attempts to build up men and 
material is merely an effort to 
prevent such a war. 
In making this statement the 


chief executive added a qualifica- g 
tion. It was that another world 
war can be prevented "if we have 
the support and cooperation of all 
segments of the population." 


I believe the sturdy stand of 


the Western allies in demanding 
a clarification of all the Red bloc 
armaments is an encouraging de- 
velopment It advertises that the 
democracies refuse to be pushed 
about any longer—and that they 
are standing together.

P A R I S — (NEA) — For most 


American girls, a year in Paris 
would be a thrilling adventure. For 
Betty Newman, it means only 12 
months of laboratory work. But to 
her that's very thrilling. 


Miss Newman is a 24-year-old 


New York cytologist, which means 
she studies the cells. Now she 
' Arks from 8:30 to 5 in the Mater- 
nite Beaudelocque, a 17th century 
building which is Paris' oldest ma- 
ternity hospital. 


Her job is instructing French 


scientists in an early cancer detec- 
tion test she learned at Columbia 
Medical Center in New York. 
It 


took her 18 months in Columbia 
to study the Papanicolaou test, 
which detects cancer in tissues. A 
fellow-trainee was Prof. * Jacques 
^.irangot, one of France's leading 
obstetricians and gynecologists.

Varangot was learning the test 


for his Paris laboratory. 
Miss 


Newman suggested that she would 
like to go to Paris and help put it 
into use. The Frenchman eagerly 
accepted her services, as an aid in 
training his lab personnel. 


Working with her now are six 


assistants, all French. Miss New- 
man's knowledge of .the French 
language was strictly high school 
stuff, 
when she arrived four 


months ago. Now, with scientific 
determination, she speaks nothing 


but French and makes a point of 
seeing only French people even 
outside working hours. 


"I feel it's the only way to ob- 


tain a good working knowledge of 
the language in the year I'll be 
here," she says. 


Despite Parisian lukewarm baths, 


cold hotel rooms and other minor 
discomforts, Miss Newman says 
she's another victim of the city's 
charms. She likes French cooking, 
the little restaurants and the cafes 
"where you can idle away an hour 
over a cup of coffee."

The one feature of French hos- 


pitals she loves most is the "salle 
de garde," or guard room. 


"This," she explains, "is like a 


club, except that its members are 
restricted to the doctors, internes 
and other staff members. 
There 


you find a spirit of good-fellow- 
ship and conviviality." 


The meals are good, she adds, 


and there's "really hot water." She 
says that nothing like the "salle 
de garde" exists in any American 
hospital. 


After her Parisian year, Miss 


Newman plans to return to her 
U. S. work. Eventually, she hopes 
to return to Haiti, where she spent 
several months a few- years ago, 
and lend a helping hand in the ap- 
plication of the cancer detection 
test technique there.

The over-all death rate among 


these policyholders which dropped 
in 1950 to the lowest yet recorded 
for the 40-year period over which

SJilicyholders, a decline of about 
one per cent from the 1949 rate, 
and only about one half the rate 
of 3^53 per 1,000 recorded in 
1911. 


If the 1911 rate had continued 


to prevail, there would have been

"Illinois is a good sample state," 


said Lohr, "because we have a wide 


grange of cities—everything from a 


major metropolis down to tiny 
crossroads villages." 


Illinois also has an elaborate 


civil defense set-up, with head- 
quarters in' subterranean 
offices 


beneath the Museum of Science 
and Industry in Chicago. 
More 


than a dozen highly-trained peo- 
ple are on full-time call, including 
a retired four-star admiral, two 
generals, a communications expert 
on loan from the telephone com- 


'pany, and a doctor who is an ex- 


pert on state hospitals. 
* * * 


The program is called civil de- 


fense, rather than civilian defense 
as in World War II, Major Lohr 


• explained, because the aim is to 
keep big city production going 
after an atomic attack. 
He out- 


lines this five-point role for peo- 
ple in smaller cities (5000 to 50.- 
000): 
0 1. They must keep the highways 
open, so that rescue teams can go 
into big cities and the injured can 
come out. 


2. Non-target cities must be pre- 


pared to participate in mutual aid 
and mobile support, which means 
that trained, organized, highly mo- 
bile rescue and relief teams must 
be ready to speed to disaster areas 
at the call of the state director. 


3. Small towns must .be prepared 


wto house the homeless which Lohr

every atomic bomb dropped on a 
heavily populated area. 


4. In smaller cities people should 


learn 
nursing—not 
first 
aid— 


since their job will be to nurse ra- 
diation victims back to health. 
First aid is essential only in criti- 
cal target areas. 


5. The smaller cities must guard 


carefully against sabotage. It is 
economically unsound for an enemy 
to atom bomb a small city, Lohr 
explained. Thus, sabotage is by far 
the biggest danger outside of criti- 
cal target areas. A blocked high- 
way or snipped telephone lines 
could paralyze rescue efforts. 


* * * 


"Generally speaking," said the 


Major, "the point to hammer home 
in civil defense is that all plans 
must be simple and realistic. There 


will be no street dances or block 
captains such as we had in World 
War II. Instead we have a grim 
serious effort to confront a grav 
national danger." 


The major job of preparednes 


and education of the average citi 
zen remains to be done. 


"One of the salient points is t 


convince people that they mus 
avoid panic—which can be more 
devastating than the atom bom 
itself." Major Lohr emphasized 
"But if and when the first wave 
of atom bombs falls, even an opti 
mist must expect panic to be clos* 
to uncontrollable. 


"All we can hope and work fo 


is that when the second wave 
comes, Mr. Average American Citi 
zen, like his counterpart in the 
Battle of Britain, will be ready."
